Yet it has also been a year of 
mourning as it had to say 
goodbye to many senior stu- 
dents. 

In the midst of final prepa- 
rations for Homecoming 1990 
with all the warmth generated, 
there was a feeling of empti- 
ness for some. 

Senior Lumberjack Solo- 
man Wan Jenner Ervin wasn't 
there. 

Ervin passed away tragically 
September 15, 1990, age 17. 

Before attending Arthur 
Hill, he attended South Inter- 
mediate School as well as 
Houghton and Kempton ele- 
mentary schools. 

“He was friendly and always 
tried to help someone,” said 
senior Eric Grandberry. 

According to senior Jac- 
queline Gray, who has known 
Soloman since seventh grade, 
he was like a brother to her. 

“He was a trusting person, 
easy to talk to and loved to 


have fun,” Gray said. 

“He was quiet, fun to hang 
around with and cheered you 
up when you were down,” said 
senior Chandra Morgan who 
speaks of school life with 
Ervin. “He had a lot of friends 
in school.” 

“Soloman was funny,” said 
senior Chris Fredericks, “he 
had a good sense of humor. 

“He wanted to have fun and 
was a nice person,” said sen- 
ior Angelo Brown who joined 
Ervin as a member of the AH 
football team. 

Because of a blood-grisled 
crime committed by alleged 
suspect and fellow employee 
Steven King, АН had to say 
goodbye to senior George 
Bowles. 

Bowles, 17, was bludgeoned 
to death Oct. 31 at Perry Drug 
Stores, 264 W. Genessee, 
where he and King were em- 
ployed. 

According to media sources 
and police reports, King at- 
tacked Bowles and two other 
employees with a claw ham- 
mer shortly after 9:30 p.m. 
Halloween night. 


The other victims were cash- 
ier Bertha Aldridge and phar- 
macist Harold E. Epting. | 

Though Epting only suffered 
minor injuries, Aldridge a 1985 
AH graduate died from several 
injuries sustained to the head. 

Described as a quiet, yet kind 
and gentle person, friends re- 
member Bowles with fond 
memories. 

*He was a nice guy," said 
senior Heather Fox, a friend of 
Bowles. *He was always there 
to talk to. 

*He was one of the last of the 
good guys," she said. 

Another senior mourned was 
James Oliver. 

Oliver's sudden death was 
once again a result of a vicious 
crime . 

Oliver was found dead in a 
farmers field Nov. 30, 1990. 

According to police reports 
and the media, no suspects or 
motives have been determined 
to this day. 

*He was a very outgoing per- 
son and very easy to talk to," 
said Gray, who lost both friends, 
*he was a very close friend."
